TECHNICAL HELP (MS-DOS ONLY) 

If you are having problems with a game disk or if the game locks up at any point, it may 
be because the game conflicts with the current configuration of your computer or any 
memory resident programs that are loaded, before assuming the that the disk is 
faulty, please boot your system with a "Dynamix L3oot Disk," a disk containing only the 
operating system, to see if the problem persists. Following are instructions on how to 
create a Pynamix &oot Disk.
